Ihe Gitizen’s Advisory Action Council of Camp 
LaVictoire has announced that the formal State 
Dedication and Community Open House will be held 
October 21st at the site of the new Camp on Howes 
Lake Road west of Grayling on M-72. The new Camp 
has been named Camp Shawono by the group. 
Shawono was a former name for Crawford County in 
which the new camp is located. The name Shawono 
was taken from a Michigan Chippewa Indian Chief. 

Camp Shawono is a new $860,000 facility 
replacing the present Camp LaVictoire and includes 
buildings with space for several classrooms, dorms, 
kitchen and dining area and recreation area. The new 


camp is designed to provide for about 50 boys from: 


ages 14 to 17 who have been ajudicated delinquent by 
the courts. The camp is operated by the Department of 
Social Services, Office of Child and Youth Services in 
conjunction with the Department of Natural Resources. 

The Dedication will include remarks by Judge Eugene Moore of 
Oakland County, Chairman of the Sub-Committee on Juvenile 
Aftairs of the Michigan Probate Judges Association; Robert Little, 
Director of the Office of Children and Youth Services; Kathy Kraus, 
Dedication Day Chairman of the Citizens Advisory Action Council; 
Richard Manly, Director of Camps, Office of Child and Youth 
Services and. Tor Hazen, Camp Supervisor of Camp Snawono. 
Other noted figures have also been invited to attend and additional 
details will be forthcoming. The Grayling Area Senior Citizens 
(RSVP) under tne Direction of Meien wioon, a VAAG member, will 
also make a presentation to the camp. Foliowina the Dedication, 
which will be open to the public, there will be a Community Open 
House with tours of the new camp. The tours will be heid at 2 
o'clock and again at 6 o'clock for those who would like to attend. 

Camp Shawono has been constructed from both Federal and 
State funds. Twenty-five percent of the $860,000 cost, or $215,000, 
is from State funds and seventy-five percent, or $645,000, Is trom 
the Office of Criminal Justice and is a Federal LEAA (Law 
Enforcement Assistance Administration) Grant.

Garry Brown’s poll thus verifies the 
obvious.

Article 9, Sectign 9 will read as follows, if the proposed 
amendment is adopted: 


All specific taxes, except general sales and use taxes and reg- 
ulatory fees, imposed directly or indirectly on fuels sold or used to propel 
motor vehicles upon highways and on registered motor vehicles shall, after 
the payment of necessary collection expenses, be used exclusively for high- 
way purposes as defined by law. None of the revenues from such specific 
taxes shall be used for any highway potrol purposes by law enforcement 

“agencies. Not more than one eighteenth of the tax on motor fueis may 
be diverted from highway purposes for public transportation purposes as 
defined by law. .

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Study Released On The 
Mood ‘of American Youth 


Cyrfical. Apathetic. Optimistic. Rebellious. Thoughtful. 
Gooperative. Serious. What !S the mood of youth in the America of 
the Seventies? 

As students return to school this fall, high school principals. 
teachers, and parents are fooking eagerly fur answers. Many of 
then) are revealed in The Mood of American Youth, a recent study 
by the National Association of Secondary School Principals and the 
Gilbert Youth Research Corp. of New York, 

“The study shows that most studenis today want to work 
within the system,” sa:c Kent Reynolds. Principal of Grayling High 
School. “Many of our students perform volunteer work through the 
school. their churches, and other organizations—and many more 
are interested in doing so." 

Internews with High School students throughout the nation 
probed their attitudes on education, work. school activities, 
parents and family, marriage, politics, religion, the use of leisure 
time and the future of American society. The survey shows that 
students today are cautiously optimistic about their life as adults of 
the Eighties. Young people feel: 

-that their schools are providing them with a satisfactory 
education (// 40; 99% pian tu finish high school), 

-that happiness at home (92%) is more important than fame 
(less than 2%); a good family life attracts far mere high school 
students (74%) than a lifetime of interesting experiences (25%). 

-that high school students should have the opportunity to worn’ 
part time during the school year (84%). : 

-that participation in politics is distasteful, but that voting is a 
civic responsibility. 78% plan to vote in every eieciiun for which 
they're eligible, but only one in ten would be willing to run for 
nubhe office. 

that peed reform should be accomplished peacefully through 
sommunity 5: ather than radical upheaval: 43% are already 
involved in coaimunity service; 59% would tike to be more involved. 
and over 40% plan to expand or continue their involvement after 
high school. 

-{hat goals are important and that hard work will be necessary 
fo achieve Ihern (95%). 

-that these goals will center around Completing an education 
(35%), finding a job (52%), and settling into marriage and a family 
(46%) 

-that most difficulties with their parents are a result of 
communication problems, rather than deep philosophical 
divisions. Less than 5% of the students expressed strong 
disagreement with their parents’ ideas on politics, clothing styles, 
choice of friends. religion, education, drugs and work, but 16% 
said ihey could not accept their parents’ ideas on sex. 

-that overpopulation (23%) and ecology (36%) are today's two 
most important global issues; poverty (20%) and the threat of a 
third world war (21%) were also on the students’ minds. 

-Inat political change can be accomplished by working within 
the government. Over 50% feel that the present constitutional 
government sores US. citizens well; lecs than 6% said is should 
be abolished in favor of another form. 

The full report on the Mood of American Youth wit! be reieasec 
by NASSP in October. The National Association on Secondary 
School Principals is ‘a non-profit association serving 35,000 
secondary school administrators, headquartered in the Washing- 
ton. D.C. area.

MPSC Approves 
Rate Hike For 


Blaatwin On 


BMEUVULAY Wire 


LANSING — The Michigan 
Public Service Commission has 
approved a 14.5 per cent rate . 
hike for Top O’Michigan Rural 
Electric Company, increasing 
the company’s income by 
$799,000 annually. 

The company, located in 
Boyne City, supplies electric 
power to 24,000 customers in 
portions of Antrim, Charlevoix, 
Cheboygan, Crawford, Emmet, 
Grand Traverse, Kalkaska, 
Missaukee, Montmorency, Os- 
coda, Otsego and Wexford 
counties in northern Lower 
Michigan. 

Residential rates as a whole 
will increase an average of 12.8 
per cent, aceording to the 
Commission. A homeowner us- 
ing 500 kilowatt hours of elec- 
tricity per month would pay 


* approximately $3.63’per nionth 


more under the new schedule. 
Late payment penalties for 
residential customers were e- 


In granting the rate hike, the 
Commission stated that the 
company’s revenue growth has 
not kept pace with cost in- 
ereases and that 1973 opera- 
tions produced an operating’ 
deficit which, if continued, 
could prevent the company 
from fulfiling its mortgage 
obligations to the Rural Elec- 
trification Administration, the 
(REA), and the National Rural 
Utilities Cooperative Finance 
Corporation, (CFC). The com- 
pany would then be.in technical 
default as a borrower from its 
only money sources and would 
he unable to obtain capital 
necessary for future plant 
expansion, the Commission 
said.
